There remains the belief that 
Chinese delegates wil] discuss a 
cease-fire. If so, they will do so 
through mechanics of their own 
initiative. There is a strong inti- 


mation the Chinese already have 
felt out the government in New 
Delhi with a view to having 
them establish a _ diplomatic 
*‘modus operandi’’ for such dis- 
cussion. 

This is the one remaining be- 
lief and hope. ; 

It is apparent that among the 
reasons for refusal of the U.N. 
bid is the Oriental preoccupation 
with face, Red China is not a 
member of the U.N. Therefore, 
she will not recognize the invi- 
tation from that body. 

There is no blinking the fact 
that the Chinese decision moves 
the world closer to the possibility 
of global war. But a majority of 
the delegates at the U.N. are 
convinced Russia does not want 
war and that she has enough 
influence with her great ally to 
prevent it. 


Russians 


One of the interesting features 
of a UN meeting is to note how 
all eyes in the gallery seem to 
seek out the Russian delegation. 
This is a tribute to the his- 
tronics of the late Andrei Vishin- 
sky, whose theatrical table- 
banging speeches were in keep- 
ing with his dramatic flourish 
of entry—with staff and body- 
guards walking briskly with 
him. 

But one of the reasons the 
world may have a.chance to 
walk a rocky road to peace is 
that Arkady A. Sobolev, who re- 
placed Vishinsky, knows the 
West and its ways. 

It is almost impossible for 
Americans to believe, for exam- 
ple, that either China or Russia 
fears an attack by us. Yet, the 
evidence mounts they do. It is 
fantastic, but some of the Com- 


munist delegates are saying that 
the United States plans to use 
some Chinese attack on one of 
Chiang’s islands as an excuse 
for massive retaliation ... and 
use of atomic weapons. 

Sobolev, of course, knows this 
isn’t true. 

Western diplomats count on 
him to be an effective counter 
to this semi-hysterical talk of 
secret U.S. intentions. 


It should be noted the Presi- 
dent went to great lengths to 
spell out*in considerable detail 
exactly what sort of measures 
we should take in the event of a 
Chinese move against one of the 
islands we are guaranteeing pro- 
tection. He gave emphasis to 
the fact no atomic weapons 
would be used. 


Chinese 


This was done because, un- 
realistic as it is to Americans 
who certainly are in no mood 
for war, the Chinese seem to be- 
lieve a campaign of invasion of 
the mainland is in our plans. 

Sobolev has been with the 
Russian U.N. staff in America 
since 1946. He was assigned 
then to political and security af- 
fairs. Quiet, serious, scholarly, 
he has a mind trained for de- 
teils. He began as an engineer. 
From 1930, when he graduated 
from the Technical Institute at 
Leningrad, he worked in engi- 
neering research on equipment 
for electrical. power plants. 

Just how this engineer came 
to be recognized as possessing 
political skills, is part of an un- 
told story. Marshal Zhukov 
leaned on him heavily during 
the post-war years when the 
four-power group ruled Ger- 
many. Yet, when the Marshal 
lost favor with Stalin and was 
sent to a command in the prov- 
inces, Sobolev stayed on in the 
United Nations. He speaks fluent 
English and is known to be a 
ciose reader of American news- 
papers. He frequently quotes 
from them in his serious, non- 
table-thumping speeches in the 
Council. 


Beeausé he knows the West 
the hope remains Russia will 
follow his recommendations, 
which we hope will not be for war.

04: Income 
Of Public 
Hit Peak 


Business Drop 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 (#—De- 
spite the business downturn which 
lasted most of 1954, the public had 


more income and more spending 
money last year than ever before, 
the Commerce Department report- 
ed today. 

In the last two months of the 
year, the department said, the in- 
come—sailed above the peak rate 
achieved in the business boom of 
1953. 


MINUS TAXES 


Disposable, or spendable, in- 
come—which is total personal in- 
come minus personal taxes— 
amounted to 254 billion dollars in 
1954, or about 3% billions above 
the previous record in 1953, the 
report said. This increase in pur 
chasing power, despite a rise in 
unemployment, was described as 
chiefly the result of the approx- 
imately 10 per cent reduction in 
federal income taxes which went 
into effect Jan. 1, 1954. 


Total personal income in 1954 
was computed at 286% billion com- 
pared with the previous high of 
286 billion in 1953. 

The report said total personal 
income held up despite the busi- 
ness downturn, which clipped near- 
ly 2% billions off of wages and 
salaries, mainly because dividend 
and interest payments and unem- 
ployment benefits rose during the 
year, virtually balancing the drop. 


291 BILLION PEAK 


In December, with business re- 
covery under way, personal in- 
come rose to a peak rate of 291 
billion a year. That was about 1% 
billions above a revised annual 
rate of 289% billions given for 
November. 


The Commerce Department last 
month reported November person- 
al income at an annual rate of 
28744 billions, but this month re- 
vised the figure sharply upward 
oh the basis of later data. 

Both November and December 
personal income rates thus topped 
the previous boom high of 288% 
billions, set in July, 1953. The 
Commerce Department attributed 
the sharp November-December 
rise mainly to unusually large ex- 
tra dividend payments from cor- 
porations, 


Soviet Plans 
$28 Billion 
Arms Budget 


MOSCOW, Feb. 3 (® — The Rus- 
sian government presented to the 
Supreme Soviet (Parliament) to 
day a 1955 budget which keyed a 
12 per cent increase in military 
expenditures to the tense interna- 
tional situation. . 


The forecast defense outlay for 
1955 is 112 billion rubles. This does 
not represent a record. It is almost 
two billion rubles below the 1952 
peacetime high. But the total esti- 
mated budget expenditures of al- 
most 563 billion rubles is a new 
high. 

Western diplomats point out it is 
difficult to break down the Soviet 
budget and determine just what is 
and what is not military expendi- 
ture, since the state owns all 
means of production. Many items 
which would be charged off to 
military expense in the United 
States are listed differently in a 
Soviet budget. 

The ruble is quoted officially at 
25 cents, which would mean a So- 
viet defense outlay of. 28 billion 
dollars, an increase of three bil- 
lion dollars over last year. 

(The U.S. defense budget for the 
next fiscal year is 34 billion dol- 
lars.) °

Economy Study Urged;

The problem of educating 30,000 
more children each year will be 
laid in the lap of the Georgia 
Legislature next Wednesday. 

Four Senate committees and 
three House committees have 
heen called into joint session in 
the House at 2 p.m, that day. 

They will hear’a report on the 


widely discussed ‘‘Adequate Pro- 
gram of Education for Georgia.” 


‘NO DEMANDS” 


‘“‘We will make nq demands for 
increased school appropriations,”’ 
W. P. Sprayberry of Cobb County, 
president of the Georgia Educa- 
tion Assn., said Thursday. ‘‘We 
will simply give the legislators a 
summary of what the people say 
about an adequate program of 
education.”’ 

Gov. Griffin has succeeded thus 
far in getting the Legislature to 
hold the line against new appro- 
priations, pending a report of a 
State Problems Study Committee 
in June. 

Sprayberry said the information 
the school people will give the 
legislative committees next week 
will help them when they con- 
sider the report ¥ the study com- 
mittee. 


FOR STUDY. GROUP 


He said the same information 
on schools will be available to 
the study group. 

According to the APEG survey, 
enrollment in Georgia schools is 
increasing at the rate of 30,000 
annually, and there are insuffi- 
cient teachers and classrooms to 
care for these new students. 

No price tag has been placed 
on the total cost of financing an 
‘“‘adequate’’ program. School pev- 
ple leave this up to the local and 
state governments as to what 
they want to finance. However,

The demand came in the form 
of a resolution calling for a legis- 
lative study to determine if effi- 
ciency can be improved and ex- 
penses reduced in all state de- 
partments and agencies. 

Introduced by Rep. W. C. Ivey 
of Newton, the resolution noted 
that increased efficiency ‘‘is es- 
sential to avoid an increase in 
taxes,” 

It calls for a committee of 
three members of the House and 
two from the Senate to deter- 
mine, among other things, wheth- 
er there could be a reduction in 
the number of state employes.

“I don’t think the people want 
any new taxes,”” Ivey said, “‘and 
I think we ought to study our 
state government and see if it 
is operating efficiently.”’ 

Ivey’s resolution actually would 
create a second study committee 
with pretty much the same ob- 
jectives as that proposed several 
days ago by Gov. Griffin. Both 
the Senate and the House already 
have approved creation of that 
panel of legislators and state offi- 
cials to study state finances and 
problems.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 — Con- 
gressional opinion toward Com- 
munist China so hardened today 
that the administration probably 
will be asked to reexamine its 
policy of seeking a cease-fire for 

the Formosa area. 

Premier Chou En-lai’s refusal 
to send a representative to the 
United Nations, except under con- 
ditions described in some Senate 
quarters as “virtual blackmail,”’ 
had these effects: 

1. A rise in the influence of 
those senators who have been 
questioning the ability of the 
United Nations to solve the crisis. 

2. A corresponding decline in 
all prospects for Senate adoption 
of a proposed resolution back- 
ing the United Nations as the 
proper forum for cease-fire ef- 
forts. — 

3. Suggestions from some sen- 
ators that the United States ought 
now to concern itself primarily 
with its military plans for de- 
fending Formosa. 

Only last Friday the Senate, fol- 
lowing the lead of the House, had 
backed President Eisenhower by 
a vote of 85 to 3 in any military 
measures he might take to pro- 
tect Formosa and the Pescadores 
Islands. 

This was one side of the medal. 
The other side held out the hope 
that this readiness to take war 
action, if war action it had to

British Chiefs

LONDON, Feb. 3—The Common- 
wealth prime ministers will dis- 
cuss tomorrow the possible courses 
of action by which they could con- 
tribute to solution of the deepening 
crisis over Formosa, 

Communist China’s refusal to 
discuss a cease-fire at the United 
Nations has alarmed the British 
government and the visiting pre- 
miers. An assértion in an editorial 
in the London Times that ‘“‘the 
world undoubtedly faces a highly 
explosive situation” accurately re- 
flects the ministers’ views. 


SPECIAL MEETING 

Sir Winston Churchill has called 
a special meeting of the cabinet to 
discuss the Formosa situation for 
5 p.m. tomorrow. 


Prime Minister Nehru’s im- 
portance as a possible interme- 
diary has heightened with the 
breakdown of efforts to’end the 
fighting through the U.N. Security 
Council. 

But although the Indian premier 
volunteered his willingness to me- 
diate in the cause of peace when 
he arrived last week, there are 
signs that he could not easily be 
persuaded to appear in Pejping or 
Moscow representing a Western 
bloc. 

In the view of Britain and the 
Commonwealth, Nehru’s availabil- 
ity remains a strong point in a 
situation in which the first con- 
sideration is ending the fighting 
between the Natonalist and Red 
Chinese. 


FAVOR CONFERENCE 

Nehru and some of his advisers 
are known to favor a conference 
on the entire situation arising out 
of rivalry between Chiang Kai- 
shek’s government and Red China.

The fate of the government has 
been extremely doubtful for a week 
because many deputies have grown 
disgruntled over many things.

Georgia was the nation’s fifth- 
ranking auto-producing state in 
1954, Automotive News reported 
this week.

Representatives of 350,000 rail- 
way shop workers said heavy 
layoffs had convinced them that 
contractual safeguards were need- 
ed to curb “drastic and extreme 
f'uctuations in railroad employ- 
ment.”’ 

The decision was made by the 
Railway Employes Department of 
the American Federation of 
Labor. It represented the first 
notice that assurances of year- 
round pay would be sought on the 
railroads.

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Reds’ U.N. Rejection 
Brings War Nearer 


All eyes which look for peace now 
turn toward New Delhi. 

The Chinese have refused the U.N. 
invitation to.discuss a settlement of the 
Formosan problem. The price tag they 
place on such talks is impossible for the 
U.N. to grant. This leaves it up to 
some other nation to initiate such a 
meeting. . 

In the hours of waiting, no American 
should lose sight of the fact that the 
Asian feeling with regard to Formosa is 
almost entirely sympathetic to the Red 
Chinese. It is generally regarded there as 
a Chinese matter, not American. 


Harsh dispute and hostilities over 
Formosa will continue for a long time. 
The people of this country need have no 
doubt but that the cost of policing the 
Straits will multiply as will the danger. 
We face an all-out war with Red China 
and we face it alone if there is not a deal. 


Therefore, hope, which may be wish- 
ful thinking, persists that somehow there 
must be a cease-fire and a long-mange 
‘discussion of a settlement on Formosa. 
New Delhi, which provided the mechan- 
ics of the Korean cease-fire, will again be 
looked to for action in another crisis. 


If New Delhi fails, it will almost surely 
mean the beginnings of war—in actions 
developing around the disputed islands, 
growing into all-out conflict. 


The bad news from China came on the 
same day the Soviet government an- 
nounced a defense budget 12 per cent 
above last year’s. “Nothing has happened 
in the international situation which would 
give the opportunity to reduce it,” said 
the Kremlin. Russia is believed to be 
urging China to avoid war, but the out- 
look is darker than it was a week ago. 


So, eyes which look hungrily for 
peace look toward Nehru and his gov- 
ernment.

Here Is An Authority 
With Bona Fide Income 


Gov. Marvin Griffin has appointed 
three new members to the State Ports 
Authority in a move to-broaden that 
body’s membership, both numerically and 
geographically. 

He also has given his qualified ap- 
proval to the suggestion that the state 
authority take over the property and 
assets of the Brunswick Port Authority. 


The State Ports Authority is one of 
the monuments of the Talmadge adminis- 
tration. It is even solvent. Efforts to keep 
it out of politics have been successful so 
far. Increasing its membership from three 
to five, and giving the state as a whole 
broader representation, should help keep 
it so. 

Georgia has a big investment in the 
state port at Savannah. Under the able 
and nonpolitical management of Gen. 
Hugh T. Mayberry, the investment is pay- 
ing off. 

The Brunswick authority owns valu- 
able waterfront property and warehouse 
space. Currently, the state authority can 
use the Brunswick warehouses. Neither 
the authority nor governor see any im- 
mediate point in developing additional 
docks there to compete with those in Sa- 
vannah. 

The State Ports Authority is paying 
its way out of operating income. It is in 
a highly competitive game, and only the 
keenest, nonpolitical management can 
maintain it as a going concern. 


The future of Georgia’s port authority 
looks bright, provided of course, that the 
politicians will leave it alone. 
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The Affair of Matusow 
Weakens Anti-Red Drive 


The effectiveness of the entire program 
of investigations into Communist infil- 
tration in this country will be lessened by 
the affair of Harvey Matusow. The man 
named 180 people as Communists during 
his career as a professional informer, part 
of the time as an aide to Sen. McCarthy. 

Like many who worked with the sen- 
ator, Matusow is presumably a former 
Communist. He presumably left the party 
in 1951 and since haf made quite. a luc- 
rative career for himself as an anti- 
Communist. 

He now claims that he lied in much 
of his testimony. He says he deliberately 
lied at the trial of labor leader Clinton 
Jencks, who was convicted at El Paso, 
Tex., last year of filing a false non-Com- 
munist affidavit. He “admits” also that 
he gave false evidence against Owen Lat- 
timore and many others. 

He even labeled the Boy Scouts of 
America as Communist infiltrated and 
attacked other groups. He served as an 
investigator and as an “expert” in advis- 


ing various and sundry government and — 
private agencies. He now says he gave 
McCarthy misinformation about the so- 


is 


called Communist books in information 
libraries overseas, 

Unfortunately, these admissions will 
damage the entire security program, 
Matusow is revealed as an opportunist 
and a perjurer. Sen. McCarthy’s already 
discredited investigative practices will be 
further discredited. 

But the damage to individual repu- 
tations remains. The sources of the Wis- 
consin senator’s indiscriminate charges 
are revealed as questionable. But the 


charges are still there. How many of them 


are lies will never really be known. 

It points up once again the need for 
more sensible conduct of congressional in- 
vestigations. The cause of anticommunism 
was damaged immeasurably by Sen. Mc- 
Carthy’s tactics, revealed once more by 
Matusow’s “confession.” 

Investigations should continue, but 
congressional committees were never in- 
tended to be judge and jury. Enforce- 
ment belongs to the FBI and the courts 
False accusations and character assassi- 
nations as indulged in by the McCarthy 
cult have no place in our government. 

Mr. Matusow should be tried for per- 
jury. Or will his new “confessions” en- 
title him to further immunity?

Child Support Law 
Could Be Strengthened 


It is a crying shame that we have to 
have laws to force people to accept re- 
sponsibility for dependents. Unfortunate- 
ly, we do, Children who can afford re- 
sponsibility for aged parents often shirx 
that responsibility. Parents—mothers and 
fathers—frequently desert their young. 

To clarify the welfare problem, the 
General Assembly passed legislation a 
few years ago to force children and par- 
ents to accept their responsibility. Under 
tHig legislation it,became a problem for 
the courts to handle. 

Solicitors general throughout the state 
were handed the job of enforcing the 
new regulations. Since no machinery was 
set up to pay for extra help to handle 
the work, enforcement in many circuits 
has been on a hit-or-miss basis. Busy 
solicitors, on salaries, had no funds for 
paying extra help. 

Some of the more populous counties, 
such as Fulton, hired additional employes 
to handle the cases. In these counties 
the state has savéd hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in welfare payments . 

House Bill No. 335, introduced Mon- 
day by Rep. David Stripling, of Coweta 
County, would set up a fee- system in 
forcing abandoning fathers to support 
their children. It provides payment to 
the ‘solicitors general of $50 for each case 
they handle. Its proponents say that it 
will strengthen enforcement of the Uni- 
form Support of Dependents Act by giv- 
ing incentive to solicitors in handling 


the cases as well as making it possible 


for them to hire necessary help. 

The bill has merit. An amendment 
added in committee that would require 
that payments be made directly to coun- 
ties that already pay employes to handle 
the support cases—such as Fulton—re- 
moves an objection to the measure as 
originally written. Certainly if a fee sys- 
tem will encourage enforcement of the 
law, it would be an economy in the long 
run,

Shortage of Technicians 
Is Becoming Critical 


The decline in the number of scientists 
and technicians being trained in the na- 


tion’s engineering schools is a matter of 


grave concern. Shortages of skills in al- 
most every field already exist and will 
become progressively worse unless there 
is a stepped-up educational program at 
college levels. R 

Repeating his previous warnings, Don- 
ald L. Quarles, assistant secretary of de- 
fense for research and development, 
writes that the number of technical grad- 
uates from U.S. schools has decreased 
steadily since 1950 and now appears to 
have leveled off at less than half the 1950 
figure. The Russians will graduate an es- 
timated 50,000 engineers this year. This 
is more than twice the U.S. total. 

This decline comes at a time when 
technology is advancing at. the greatest 
rate in history. Demands for technicians 
to build and operate today’s complicated 
machines and to take advantage of the 
fields being opened up in atomic energy 
are greatly exceeding the supply. 

Especially alarming is the lack of air- 
craft technicians and engineers, Shortages 
of personnel in this field threaten the 
very existence of the United States. Mr. 
Quarles expresses doubt that we will be 
able to hold our own with the Russians 
in air power if the situation persists. 

He urges remedial measures at every 
educational level, from stressing science 
and mathematics in elementary and sec- 
ondary schools to granting working scien- 
tists and engineers greater rewards. 

Certainly something will have to be 
done. The situation demands earnest 
study and action by our leaders in educa- 
tion and industry at all levels.

Let Congress Look Closely 


At I mplications of Formosa 


The United States has undertaken to defend Formosa and the 
neighboring Pescadores, and it may get into war with the Chinese 
Communists much closer to the mainland than that if it decides to 
cover the evacuation of Chinese Nationalist soldiers from the Tachens. 

Before the President ordered intervention either in the Tachens 
or to protect Formosa proper, however, he sought authority from Con- 
gress. This is an improvement over the manner in which we have 
entered some other wars of recent memory, but it puts a special re- 


sponsibility om Congress. 

We suggest there is a case 
against congressional haste in this 
matter. It has become almost an 
article of faith that if the country 
is going to intervene in a foreign 
war it must act fast, and in some 
Situations there is of course a 
temporary military advantage in 
this. 

But the result is that all too 
often we leap before looking, as 
we did in Korea. In Indochina last 
year, in contrast, we took a good 
look and did not leap; few will 
regret that decision. 

There is plenty for Congress to 
look at in the Formosa situation. 
It can look first at the purely mili- 
tary prospects. Whether we start 
intervening in the Tachens or 
closer to Formosa; .Congress 
should want the best estimate of 
the capabilities of our air and 
naval forces now in Formosa strait 
for beating off the attackers. 

It should not forget that our in- 
tervention in Korea began with air 
support, or that the Chinese Com- 
munists have a mutual defense 
pact with the Soviets and the 
Soviets, publicly at least, support 
Peiping’s ambition to take For- 
mosa. | 

In short, Congress should want 
the best. available opinion as to 
the limits, if any, of this inter- 
vention. How far are we prepared 
to go to defend Formosa? 

‘It would be well if Congress also 
looked at the further political im- 


plications. This is the kind of 
scrutiny we have conspicuously 
and to our cost failed to make in 
some past wars. 


If the present forces in Formosa 
strait are capable of repelling the 
invader, what political settlement 
is envisaged? If it is simply a re- 
turn to the present situation, will 
not the Chinese Communists make 
another try as soon as they have 
built stronger forces? 

If it is considered unlikely that 
the war can be confined to For- 
mosa strait, what ideas does our 
government have regarding the po- 
litical consequences of a general 
war in Asia? 

_It may be that careful consider- 


ation of these questions would still’ 


produce an answer in favor of in- 
tervention. Conceivably, for ex- 
ample, American cover for a Na- 
tionalist evacuation of: the Tachens 
would calm the Communists and 
improve the chances of a cease- 
fire 


But Congress should at least take 
time to examine. the implications 
of extending the Formosa commit- 
ment a couple of hundred miles 
closer to the China coast and, if 
possible, to determine the political 
as well as military objectives of 
intervention. 

Otherwise Congress may be do- 
ing what in the past has been done 
without Congress, sending the 
nation casually to war.

The conclusion which these facts 
justify and the lesson which they 
teach without need to embellish 
is that a nation does not have to 
turn to economic-political dictator- 
ship in order to achieve better 
standards of living; that while 
freedom isn’t something you can 
eat, it produces a society where 
people eat better—and live better.

That cuts no ice if they have 
spelled more words correctly or 
answered more questions with 
the proper replies. 

In a track meet, a. shotputter 
may not throw the 16-pound ball 
as far as he ought, but if he 
beats the rivals in that same 
meet, hé gets the first prize, 
doesn’t he? 

So this modern trend in edu- 
cation of mollycoddling the weak 
and dullards for fear of giving 
them a “complex” if they re- 
ceive a 70 when the leaders 
would have scored 98 to 100, is 
not only psychologically unwise, 
but it is unfair.
